RAMMED THKM— 

In the Polish campaign the Poles 
had only 15 Fighter Squadrons 
with fairly out-of date machines— 
yet 500 German planes were shot 
down in the air oyer Poland. The 
Polish pilota often rammed the 
German planes bomber, sacrificing 
their own lives rather tlian allow 
the enemy to escape. 

From Poland the pilots made 
to France, but shortage of eqnip- 
ment prevented then from flying. 
Those who were fortunate enough 
to reach Britain were soon present- 
ed with an opportunity to fiaht 
the Nazis. They took the air in 
August and distinguised them- 
selves in the September air battles. 
Within a week they bagged 70 
Nazis. 

One of the exploits of Polish 
fighter-pilots is that of a sergeant 
who in the course of a battle over 
Dover, found a Messerschmitt 109 
sitting on the tail of a British 
machine, He fell in at the rear 
and shot the German down before 
he had time to fires The German 
crashed and burst into flames. The 
Pole’s bag was five machines in the 
dav. He was later decorated with 
the D F. M., the first Pole to re- 
cei ve the henor. 


CAUGHT FIRE— 


An officer who brought down 
five German planes in Poland and 
four more since he reached this 
country was wounded, when he 
baled out after the destruction of 
two Dorniers over London. 

“The German bombers were fiv- 
ing in open order, with #n escort 
of fighters,” he related. “I made 
for the bon. bers and hit one of them. 
It caught fire and went down, 
breaking up in theair.

ALBERTA’S CHEESE 
INDUSTRY 


The cheese industry in Alberta 
made very marked advancements 
during 1940. Eighteen cheese fac- 
tories, located at various parts from 
Mountain View in the South to 
Crooked Creek in the Peace River, 
manufactured 2,700,000 pounds 
This figure represents the highest 
production in the province, and is 
an increase of 23 per cent. over the 
1939 production. 


Due to increased demand for ex- 
port purposes, the average prices 
for cheese were approximately two 
cents higher in 1940 than the pre- 
vious year. While no cheese from 
Alberta was exported to the United 
Kingdom, increased — production 
here liberated an equal quantity of 
eastern cheese which formerly was 
required to supply this market,

BY INSTALLMENT 


For vhe first time in Canadian 
history, invome tax payers will be 
given the opportunity of meeting 
their payments on the iatallment 
plan, without interest, according to 
an aonouncement by the Income 
Tax Division of the Department of 
National Revenue. This is an im- 
portant step, because income taxes 
aow affect a greater number of 
people than ever before. Nearly 
one million Canadians must pay 
income taxes this year, and this

ed. It also will assist the taxpayer 
to continue purshasing war savings 
certificates and war bonds. 

The plan ie quite simple. The first 
thing to do is find out if you are 
one who pays the tax.

To make payment of income tax 
as.small a burden as possible the 
government has arranged an in- 
stallment plan spread over an eight 
month period. To take advantage 
of this new plan the first install- 
ment must be paid on or before

Itis expect- 
ed it will be resumed next spring. 

It seems to me that in the inter- 
im the Commission’s recommend- 
ations might be explained to the 
people at public meetings, for it 
does not appear that many really 
understand what the Commission 
actually recommended, 

Many believe that the Comm- 
ission was asked to make such re- 
commendations as would even up 
the economic disparities that have 
been caused by Federal policies 
such as the Canadian high tariff 
policies of recent years, That is 
not so, The Commission was only 
permitted, by its terms of refer- 
ence, torecommend such changes 
in government financing as would 
help Provincial Guvernments in 
distress to carry on with their 
work of providing services to the 
people. 

The recommendations will not 
lower materially the cost of the 
things that Western farmers have 
to buy, nor will they heip to sell 
one additional bushel o)} wheat, 
The recommendations wouid cer- 
tainly however, help our Western 
Governments to finance their ex- 
penditures, and so of course inci- 
dentally would he.p our farmers, 
but the recommendations do not 
solve our great underlying need— 
the necessity of lowering tariffs so 
that our farmers can buy cheaper 
goous and seli more wheat.
